Bruce Watson, ‘ex-City Architect, stands 
charged with changing the plans for the 
Springfield avenue and Central Park avenue 
pumping stations so that, had the alterations 
not been discovered, the contractors would 
have made an extra profit of from $20,000 
to $30,000 on both jobs. 
John P. Agnew & Co., with offices in the 
Title and Trust Building, are the contractors 
who would have benefited by the fraud. 
Watson is accused of niaking the changes 
in their behalt. 
Watson denies that he intended to help 
defraud the city, but acknowledges to hav- 


ing broken into the City Architect's office 


after he had been dismissed from it. John 

P. Agnew, head of the contracting firm, re- 
fuses to make a statement of any kind. 
Warrants Will Be Taken Out.

nas not yet determined fully what action 
de will take in the case. 


Warrants will, 
however, be taken out for Watson on the 
charge of burglary and forgery, and proba- 
biy for Watson and Agnew both on the 
charge of conspiracy with intent to de- 
fraud the city. 

In the meantime all contracts with Ag- 
new & Co. will be forfeited and the firm de- 
barred in the future from bidding on any 
city work. It has some paving contracts

Sierks, who had succeeded Bruce Watson 
June 1, that Watson had employed him to 
change the tracing of the plans for the two 
pumping stations, for which Agnew & Co. 
had the contract. Sterk then made a search 
for the plans in his office, but could not find 
them. He also learned, on inquiry, that 
Watson had not yet given up his keys to 
the office. He accordingly wrote to Watson, 
agking for the keys, but saying nothing 
about the missing plans. The next morn- 
ing when he arrived at the office he found 
the plans lying on his desk and the follow- 
ing day Watson sent him the keys. 


Startling Changes Shown. 

A comparison of these returned tracings 
with the original specifications in the con- 
tract showed startling changes, calculated, 
if they were followed by the contractor, to 
reduce materially the cost of the work. In 
not a single instance had it been added to. 

In the case of the Springfield avenue sta- 
tion the thickness of one foundation wall 
was changed from two feet to eighteen 
inches, dimension stone footing from four 
feet to two feet eight inches, and the height 
from seven feet eight inches to six feet eight 
inches.

Remarkably Low Price. 
The only thing remarkable about Agnew 
& Co.'s bid was their price of $2.38 for block 
rubble work, when all the other contractors 
figured it at from $4.25 to $5.94. Commis- 
sioner Downey spoke of this to a reporter for 
Tue TRIBUNE at the time, and said he sup- 
posed the contractors expected to make it 
up in some other work, as those figures 
seemed too low. 
Sonte minor changes were made in the 
specifications before Commissioner Dowrfey 
signed the contract, and it is said there were 
endeavors to surreptitiously have some 
other and important ones made. These, 
however, were refused, and the changes 
ven above are those between the con- 
tracts as signed and the plans which Wat- 
son caused to have altered. 
It is the custom to keep the original plans 
for city buildings in the City Architect's of- 
fice, while the contractor is furnished with 
blue prints from which he works. Conse- 
quently the first move of President Kraus 
of the Civil Service Commission on Wednes- 
day was to ask who did most of the blue print 
work for the city, and finding it was Pierson 
Bros., who have offices in the Tacoma Build- 
ing, sent for the members of that firm. 


Story of the Blue Prints. 

The head of the firm at once responded, 
and, after an examination of his books, to- 
gether with the statements of Mr. Pierson. 
and his foreman, told the whole story. 

On the daybook was an entry under date 
of July 3, giving the dimensions in technical 
figures of some blue print work to be done 
which the foreman testified was copies of 
these altered plans. In the charge column 
the word city had first been written and 
then a pen run through it, and the name 
W. Joncas” substituted. Some other 
words had also been written in in ink, but

Mr. Pierson explained the peculiar entry 
by saying when he had started to charge the 
work up to the city Watson said: “ The 
city won't pay you for this, but I will.”’ 

Mr. Pierson accordingly ran his pen 
through the word eity.“ and asked: Who 
shall I charge it to; you?” 

No; I don't want my name there,“ said 
Watson. Put down any old name which 
will be recognized,“ and so the name of

He, how- 
ever, happened to notice then the name of 
Agnew & Co. on the daybook, and objected 
to it, asking that it be taken out. As the 
bill was paid and there was no longer any 
need of the reference, Mr. Pierson scratched 
it out for him.

What the City Architect Says. 

City Architect Siecks, talking to a re- 
porter for Tue TRIBUNE, said: 

When we first discovered the plans had 
been changed I went to Agnew’s office and 
asked to look at his blue prints. He wanted 
to know the reason and I said to compare 
them with our plans. 

There is no sense in that,“ he replied, 
‘as they must be the same. However, if 
you wish, we will follow your plans.’ 

T told him I wanted to make the com- 
parison, however, and he then said he 
could not give them to me then, but would 
the next day. At the same time he called 
in his foreman and whispered something to 
him. There Were some new blue prints ly- 
ing on the table, which the foreman carried 
off, and when a moment later Agnew was 
called to the telephone, I went into the 
other room and found the foreman bundling 
up a lot of plans and blue prints as if to 
carry them away. 

Fou seem to be getting ready to move,’ 
I remarked, but he gave me no answer and 
I never got the blue prints.“ 

am not ready to say now what we will 
do with the case,” said Commissioner Mc- 
Gann.

FORMER DECREE IGNORED.

London, Aug. 12.— [Copyright, 1897, by W. 
R. Hearst.]—Edward Langtry, the husband 
of the Jersey_Lily, told me today he had

John Biniak, in the amount of $730, which, 
after partial investigation, it turned over 
to a special committee, which will look fur- 
ther into what appearson the surface to be 
an irregularity.

Biniak’s Bill. 

In answer to Justice Sabath’s demand for 
an explanation all the clerk would say was 
the bill was not his and he did not know 
where it came from. 

The bill for services made out in the name 
of John Biniak calls for pay for 108 days’ 
work and 76 nights extra time—in all $730. 
At the suggestion of Justice Doyle Justices 
Chott, Kehoe, and Sabath were appointed 
a special committee to investigate the mat- 
ter and the papers were placed in their 
hands. It was remarked as the bill was 
passed around that there was great similar- 
ity in the name John Biniak as written in 
the bill and the signature of the West Town 
Clerk on another part of the same docu- 
ment. 

Justice Doyle remarked that a man who 
had worked for the Assessor 108 days must 
be known to some one around the Assessor's 
office, but Chief Clerk O’Brien of that office 
said he knew of only one John @iniak, and 
he was the West Town Clerk. 


Denies All Knowledge of the Bill, 

West Town Clerk John Biniak, when seen 
last evening at his home at 584 North Ash- 
land avenue, said he did not know where 
the bill came from.

William Sinims, a colored youth, made a 
dying leap out of a second-story window 
vesterday to escape arrest, but his aerial 
flight was.for nothing, as he fell into the 
arms of a police officer who was watching 
for him on the ground below. The jump 
was taken after a chase of three hours. 
Simms was taken to the Hyde Park Police 
Station and locked up on a charge of at- 
tempted murder. 

Simms; who is but 16 years old, was play- 
ing dice in Coggin’s saloon, 5477 Lake ave- 
nue, with John McNally, a teamster living 
at 4030 Dearborn street. The stakes were 
drinks and the men began quarreling about 
who had won. Simms says that McNally 
picked up his beer glass and drew it back as 
if to strike him in the face. As soon as he 
saw the action Simms fired a revolver at 
him. McNally fell, but the bullet struck a 
package of letters and his sweetheart’s pic- 
ture, which were in his pocket, and, diverted 
from its course, inflicted only a flesh wound. 

Thinking he had killed McNally Simms 
started to run across the street. He was 
pursued on cable trains and through alleys 
until finally he was cornered in the house of 
his brother-in-law at 3136 Wentworth ave- 
nue, from the window of which he jumped, 
only to be captured as he reached the

I believe a great 
Géeal of gold will be found in Alaska, and it 
is certain to restore prosperity, for which 
the Republicans will claim and receive the 
credit. I shall welcome its return, Whether 
through gold or silver. Much glorification 
and congratulation is heard over the fact 
that our Western wheat is going up to a 
dollar because of famine in Argentina, Rus- 
bia, India, and other countries. I do not 
like to think that our prosperity is founded 
upon destitution and starvation in foreign 
nations. I want to*see a flood of money 
turn the idle mill wheels and irrigate the 
waste plains of our land. ' 

„Another result that will follow from an 
abundance of money, be it silver or gold, 
will be an abatement of this hatred of the 
trusts. The people hate trusts, and only 
prosperity will drive monopolies out o eir 
minds. Plenty of money will also sh 
out the trusts. They flourish only in hard 
times.

Mayor 
Tay or this morning issued a proclamation 
like the one issued by the Mayor of Coffeen, 
warning all strangers in bodies to stay out 
of Decatur under penalty of arrest and Im- 
/ prisonment. Sheriff Nicholson will follow 
the Illinois statutes closely in his treatment 
of the men and will command all of the 
invaders to disperse and go to their homes. 

One hundred strikers from Lincoln and 
Mount Pulaski arrived at Niantic this after- 
noon and went into camp on the Jacubsen 
tract, near the shaft, Jacobsen consenting 
to the occupation of his land. The delega- 
tion marched through the town with Amer- 
ican flags flying, headed by a band. All 
were quiet and orderly, and it is a rule 
among the strikers that none of their num- 
ber are allowed to enter saloons. An order 
was issued closing the saloons at Niantic 
on the advice of H. B. Ray, répresentative 
of Governor Tanner, who was at the village 
this forenoon and returned to the town this 
evening, when Sheriff Nicholson went there 
in company with Mayor Taylor to command 
the strikers to disperse. 

The command was received sullenly, the

The main body of the Springfield delega- 
tion has gone into camp for the night at a 
point near Illlopolis.

Campbell promised the railway receiver 
yesterday to turn the crusaders from (Cof- 
teen. He explained how his efforts only 
resulted in leading them into Coffeen, with 
himself well in front. He had gone to the 
camp in the afternoon, and after an alter- 
cation with Bradley, who had stirred the | 
man up against him, endeavored to make 
a speech, calling upon the strikers to give 
up their useless efforts to close the Coffeen 
mine and go to their homes. The strikers 
hooted him and yelled: “Mills bought you! 
How much did you get?’ and applied va- 
rious epithets in all the many languages 
epoken in the camp. 

Then a long-bearded Slav interrupted 
Campbell's speech, and turning to the other 

} Slavs declared Campbell a traitor. 

Campbell started out of. camp with the 
whole crowd at his heels. He went slowly at 
first, shoving his way past the men who 
tried to stop him. The Slavs made as if to 
close in on him, and then the former leader 
gave a leap down the railroad embankment 
to the track and sprinted for his life. 

Campbell said this evening before going 
to his home at Sorrento that he was done 
with the crusaders. “ There was a definite 
understanding,“ he said, between Bradley, 
Page, and myself yesterday that if we were 
refused the privilege of parading the streets 
we would ask for transportation to our 
homes. Receiver Mills refused to hear 
Bradley, but talked with me, and gave us 
passes to go to our homes on two trains 
which he ordered to stop for us. When Brad- 
ley got back to camp there was some kick- 
ing, and he laid the blame on me. That 
made the foreigners in camp mad, and they 
had it in for me. I was sent for today and 
came back to square myself. 

Receiver Mills,. who heard how things 
were at camp, sent me a telegram warning 
me not to come back, but I did not get it, or 
I would have staid away.” 

Nine members of the Board of Supervisors 
met in Coffeen this afternoon and visited the 
strikers’ camp. The crusaders declared they 
would go away if only twenty-five of their 
number were allowed to parade into Coffeen. 
The Supervisors carried this back to Mayor 
Taylor, who. declared that under no cir- 
cumstances would he withdraw his procla- 
mation. The board, after advising with 
State's Attorney M. M. Creighton, declared 
the camp of the crusaders was a menace to 
the peace and good order of the community, 
and that the Sheriff had full power to break 
it up.

The change 
was made by the Captain as a result of a 
petition circulated by the Christian En- 
deavor excursionists on the boat who were 
anxious to reach Seattle before the time 
limit of their return tickets to the East 
had expired.

SANDERS TELLS A HARD LUCK TALE. 


Cost Him $510 to Go to Alaska and He 
Cleaned Up 8450 in an E=. 
tire Season. 


Paris, Tex., Aug. 12.—[Special.]—C. A. 
Sanders, a young man who left here last 
year and went to Alaska, has returned and 
writes his experience and impressions as 


follows: 


“You want to know a great deal of the 
country and I will tell you just as I found 
it. I started from Paris on Apri] 4, 18096, 
with $325 in my pocket. I paid $56 for a 
ticket to Seattle. I went aboard the steamer 
at Seattle on April 17 and landed at Juneau, 
Alaska, on the 22d, where I bought iny out- 


fit and got aboard a small schooner the next, 


day and went to Dyea at the head of canoe 
navigation, 100 miles from Juneau. There 
we landed. 

Our journey over the trail was then be- 
gun in earnest. We had to carry our outfit, 
which was about 600 pounds to the man, on 
our backs fifteen miles to the top of the 
mountain at Chilkoot pass, or you could 
hire the Indians to pack it for you for 10 
cents per pound, My partner and I hired an 
Indian and went ahead. After we were on 
the mountains we put our stuff on our sleds 
and walked with them and used this mode 
of traveling for 169 miles on snow and ice 
over the four big lakes. When we had thus 
crossed the lakes, or rather went down 
them, as they run from one to another, we 
were on the famous Yukon River. It had 
just cleared of the ice and was open for nav- 
igation, so we sawed the lumber by hand and 
built a small canoe, loading our stuff into 
it and set sail on May 10. 

We went down the river the rest of the 
way to Circle City, a distance of 614 miles, 
in our little boat, and had nothing to do but 
shoot ducks and geese. We landed at Circle 
City on June 1. 

Now, our work had just begun, as we had 
to carry our stuff on our backs up to the 
mines, a distance of sixty miles. My freight 
was now about 500 pounds, as I had to buy 
some more at Circle City. I was twenty- 
seven days carrying it up to the mines, and 
on the Ist day of July I was ready to go to 
work at mining. The mining season lasted 
sixty days, through the months of July and 
August. I worked forty-five days and got 
$450. I had to lose fifteen days on account 
of more men than there was work for. On 
the Ist of September I started for the United 
States. I went to Circle City and there got 
on board the river steamer and went down 
it to the mouth, a distance of 170 miles, to 
St. Michael's, where I got on board the ocean : 
steamer and sailed for San Francisco I 
was eighty-six days going and fifty-five days 
returning and sixty days up at the mines 
The trip cost me $510 and seven months’ 
time, and I made $450.”’

clay ledge in the Nipegon Straits, on the 
north shore of Lake Superior, late on 
Wednesday afternoon. The party on board

and Ruth Hanna, their daughters; ex-Gov- 
ernor and Mrs. W. 8. Merriam of Minnesota, 
Mr. and Mrs. Gosline of Toledo, Miss Mo- 
Curdy and Miss Phelps of Cleveland, Mr. 
Deery of Toledo, 

Assistance was speedily obtained from 
Port Arthur, Ont, and after several 
hours of uncomfortable waiting the yacht 
was floated again in safe water. The party 
on board suffered no further inconvenience 
than this, and it is understood that the yacht 
was not damaged by the brief rest upon the 
reef. 


Blunder of a Fiiot,. 
It is said that the accident was due to a 


Nipigon Straits are one of the most danger- 
ous waterways along the great lakes. The 
inner channel, through which they were 
passing, is filled with projecting and half 
submerged reefs. Over many of these the 
water is deep enough so that there is hardly 
a ripple on them, and yet their jagged edges 
would certainly tear a hole in the bottom 
of any vessel that ran upon them at even a 
fair rate of speed. 

While the information at hand is meager, 
it is understood that the Comanche was 
running slowly at the time it struck. For 
this reason it slipped easily upon the edge 
of rock and hung there without much 
strain. A boat was immediately sent to the 
shore at Nipigon, on the Ontario side, and 
summary orders were sent to Port Arthur 
for a lighter and two tugs. The tugs Geor- 
gia and Mary Ann were sent out, and by 7 
o'clock on the following morning they were 
at the scene of the mishap. Before noon the 
yacht was afloat again and seemed none the 
worse for the experience.

AS A result of the meeting warrants will be 
issued this morning for the arrest of Elders 
Montague, Brown, and Scott of the mission 
on a charge of trespass made by Pastor 
Dickey, and it may be that the preacher 
himself will be taken into custody on a 
counter charge of embezzlement. 


How the Trouble Uriginated. 


The trouble originated two weeks ago, 
when the Rev. Mr. Dickey notified his con- 
Fregatlon that he was going to Michigan 
to preach at various camp-meetings and 
would be gone thirty days. It is claimed 
now that when Mr. Dickey went $000 of the 
church’s money disappeared, and that he 
took the latchkey to the mission hall with 
him so the people could not hold meetings 
during his absence.

Pastor Dickey says the elders had no right 
to break into the hall, claiming he owned.

In the struggle a bullet 
struck a woman, killing-her instantly. 

Fourteen Spanish guerrilleros from dif- 
ferent parts of the town, with the intention 
of assisting their comrades, entered the 
house behind the Cubans, but another force 
of insurgents overpowered them and the 
fourteen guerrilleros were all killed. 

The Spanish officers.surrendered and were 
taken prisoners to General Calixto Garcia. 
The remaining part of the town fell into the 
hands of e Cubans without resistance. 
Many Spatish soldlers, avalling themselves 


found drunk on the streets and were easily 


arrested by the Cuban forces. The others, 


greatly surprised by the sudden attack, sur- 


rendered without resistance in their forts. 


Entire Town Is Burned. 

The whole town was burned by the insur- 
gents excepting three houses. Then. they 
retired. 

The Diario de la Marina of Havana says 
that the anti-Spanish attitude of Senator 
Morgan induces the belief that he is paid by 
the Cuban junta to support the cause of the 
revolutionists. 

At a late hour the report is current that 
General Molina was killed in an engagement 
with the Cubans near Cardenas.

EXCITEMENT AT HAYANA IS INTENSE. 


Insurgent Armies Believed to Be

to blame, and on top of this there comes 
news of a big insurgent victory between 
Aguacate and Medruga, and also of a pitched 
battle in the vicinity of Sagua la Grande.

CONDEMNED TO DEATH IN COLOMBIA. 


American Who Is Accused of 
Marder. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 12.~The United 
States Consul at Medellin, Colombia, re- 
ports to the State department that the long 
pending trial of Charles Radford,.a native 
of Alabama, accused in Colombia of mur- 
der, terminated July 3 in a verdict of guilty. 
The Judge pronounced sentence of death 
on the 6th inst., and an appeal was taken 
at once to the highest local tribunal. The 
sentence is regarded as iniquitous, and 
hopes are entertained that it will be re- 
versed. If it is not a further appeal.can be 
made to the Supreme Court at Bogota. 
After his sentence Radford was by order of 
the Alcalde placed in heavy irons and other- 
wise treated in the most cruel manner.

NEW FEATURE OF AFFAIR, 


Paris, Aug. 12.-—It is learned from a trust- 


worthy source that the unexpected Interven- 


tion ot q very high Italian personage, claim- 
ing for himself the honor of encountering 
Prince Henri of Orleans, will very probably 
modify the situatién. Under these circum- 
stances it is probable that General Alber- 
tone will have to give place to the exalted 
personage in question. A telegram which 
was received by Prince Henri while travel- 
ing last night apprised him of the new inter- 
vention. 

Prinee Henri of Orleans, replying to the 
Duke of Aosta, eldest. nephew of the King 
of Italy, who was sent to France by his 
Majesty with instructions to make an at- 
tempt to prevent the duel being fought de- 
tween Prince Henri and General Albertone, 
as a result of the Prince’s reflections upon 
the conduct of the Italian soldiers in Abys- 
sinia, has informed the Duke that it is im- 
possible for him to retreat. 

It is understood the very high Italian 
personage who claims the honor of en- 
countering Prince Henri of Orleans is the 
Count of Turin, Prince Victor Emmanuel, of 
the house of Bavoy-Aosta. Prince Victor 
Emmanuel was born in 1870 and is the son 
of the late Duke of Aosta, a nephew of 
King Humbert, with the rank of Major in 
the Italian cavalry. His intervention would 
bring about a somewhat anomalous situa- 
tion, for the Count, being the brother of the 
present Duke of Aosta, is the brother-in-law 
of Prince Henrt's cousin, Princess Helene, 
whom the Duke of Aosta married in 1895. 

When Prince Henri of Orleans-opened his 
mail at Marseilles he found several letters, 
written in blood, from Italians who threat- 
ened to assassinate him if General Alber- 
tone failed to kill him. 

Prince Henri looks none the worse for his 
journeyings into Abyssinia, which were not 
unaccompanied by hardShips: He is satis- 
fied with the success of his mission. He

ENGLISH AND GERMAN RIVALRIES. 

The clash of English and German inter- 
ests in Sonth Africa a few months ago has 
not been the only evidence of a growing 
jealousy—not to say positive hatred—be- 
tween the two nations. The recent an- 
nouncement by Great Britain of her pur- 
pose to abrogate her commercial treaties 
with Germany shows that, in spite of the 
blood relationship existing between the 
reigning families of the two countries, the 
rivalry has reached a point of tension that 
gives promise of serious disagreement in 
the future. Bvidently England has been 
touched .on her most sensitive nerve—her 
trade—when a Colombo (Ceylon) corre- 
spondent of the British Trade Journal is 
moved to say: 

English manufacturers must not Mi sight of 
the fact that the markets of the extreme East are 
constantly being lost to German competition. At 
Bombay, in the principal hotels, the traveler may 
well ask himself it he is on the banks of the 
Rhine or in a city of India, German competition 
surpasses everything imaginable. Careful investi- 
gation among Parsee, Mussulman, and Hindoo 
merchants has convinced us of the immense prog- 
ress made by the Germans. The moment has 
come to take measures to step them. Hae 
England expended millions of pounds sterling and 
lost millions of brave people and exercised skiliful 
diplomacy in order to open to Germans the mar- 
kets of the extreme East? 

This affords evidence that England, in 


spite of her championship of free trade, is 


alarmed for the predominance of her trade, 
even in her East Indian possessions—a fact 
which rather indicates that her idea of free 
trade is trade for Englishmen alone. Sim- 
ilar hints come not only from Japan and 
China but also from her own colonies— 
Australia and New Zealand, as weli as from 


‘Egypt~—which doubtless accounts for the 


desire to draw her colonies into closer trade 
relations, as evinced during the late jubilee 
festivities. Still worse than all this, how-

CANADA BACKS DOWN FROM EXTORTION. 

A dispatch from Ottawa announces that 
the Canadian government has abandoned 
its project to compel miners going into the 
Klondike regions to pay a royalty of from 
10 to 20 per cent on all gold mined. It was 
proposed in the first place to levy a tax of 
10 per cent on all claims yielding $500 or 
less a week and 20 per cent when the week- 
ly yield was in excess of $500. Miners, 
actual and prospective, and all others inter- 
ested in the Klondike or in fair play ex- 
pressed the greatest indignation when this 
poligy was formulated. It was shown to 
be nothing short of robbery, without a 
shadow of reason. It was a tax to be added 
to another tax that was already sufficiently 
heavy. It was a mere device on the part 
of Canadian officials to seize for the gov- 
ernment an immense share of the profits 
of the rich mining region. 

Subsequent developments indicate that 
Canada lost its head over the mining craze. 
It started out wildly to attempt a wholesale 
grab without counting the cost of the plan. 
Bat some level headed statesmen were 
shrewd enough to perceive the folly of the 
undertaking, and one, Frank Oliver, a mem- 
ber of Parliament for Alberta, in a memori- 
al to the ministry, accurately set forth the 
real situation in these words: 

There is only one geod point about this proposi- 
tion—namely: that it is so preposterous that it 
will never have any effect under the circumstances 
and conditions which exist in the Yukon, and prob- 
ably.if the authorities ever look into the matter 
they will realize this before making the attempt to 
collect such a royalty. If the diggings are not 
rich this tax would either be impossible or it would 
prevent mining, and it they are rich it would 
simply bring on a fight in a region which, all 
things considered, Canada could not expect to rule 
by main force, except at a cost that would be 
much greater than the profit. 

This convincing reasoning seems to have 
had the désired effect in persuading the 
ministry to abandon the outrageous scheme. 
But it is given up doubtless chiefly because 
it is so preposterous that it could never be 
enforced, and not because the government 
has been influenced by appeals for justice. 
The Dominion authorities will squeeze out 
of the American miners in the Klondike 
gold fields every cent they can without 
creating too serious a disturbance. It is 
their plan just now to annoy this country 
and its people wherever possible. But they 
will be brought up with a round turn pres- 
ently, They have not calculated on the 
ability and willingness of the United States 
to resort to effective retaliation. 


RETALIATION AGAINST CANADA. 

The Attorney General has decided one of 
the points arising under the provision of the 
new tariff W] which imposes a discriminat- 
ing duty of 10 per cent on all goods which, 
“being the production or manufacture of 
any country not contiguous to the United 
States, shall come into the United States 
from such contiguous country.” 

The case which has becn passed on is one 
where some diamonds, which were regular- 
ly imported into Canada, were afterwards 
exported into the United States. The At- 
torney General decides that they must pay 
the regular duty of 20 per cent and the dis- 
criminating duty of 10 per cent. As the 
diamonds are valued at $90,000 the owners 
will be expected to hand over $27,000 to 
the United States.

Retaliation will 
make them sing small very soon. 

The Attorney General has been asked to 
decide whether some tea which has come 
to Chicago from Vancouver in bond shall 
pay the 10 per cent discriminating duty. 
If his decision is in the affirmative then the 
government will get a little revenue off 
that particular consignment 6f tea. But 
no more tea will come through Canada to 
Chicago or any other American city. All 
that comes will be carried by American 
railroads. The decision in this casé may be 
looked for any day. 


IMMIGRATION STATISTICS OF THE YEAR. 
The total number of immigrants from all 
foreign countries during the last fiscal year 
was 230,832, a decrease of 112,435 from the 
previous year and less than the total of any 
other year since the government took 
charge of the matter in 1882, The aggre- 
gate number of immigrants since that year 
has been 7,432,016, a yearly avetage of 
464,501, and the lightest previous year was 
in 1895, when thé number was only 270,948. 

These statistics prepared by the Treasury 
department accurately reflect the business 
conditions in the country during the last 
few years. The marked falling off in im- 
migration is undoubtedly the direct result 
of the commercial depression from which 
the United States has suffered since the 
passage of the Wilson-Gorman tariff bill, 
that cut off so much national and private 
revenue. Foreigners who had been at- 
tracted to the United States by the allure- 
ments of high wages and plenty of work 
found wher they arrived in 1894 that indus- 
trial enterprise had been discouraged by na- 
tional legislation, that business was stag- 
nant, and that factory doors were open only 
to pour forth masses of men and women to 
enforced idleness. 

The situation did not improve materially, 
and the letters that were sent back to fam- 
ilies and friends in Europe contained chief- 
ly lamentations and compiaints of the lack 
of work. 

The custom of thrifty imeigrante to this 
country has always been to get together 
enough money to pay for the passage over 
of some other member of the family who 
had been left behind. This has been a 
large factor in maintaining the high immi- 
gration figures of former years.‘ But after 
the hard times set in the neweomers were 
not able in most cases to do more than 
maintain themselves, and there has been 
no surplus to use in assisting the emigration 
of others. The letters also which have been 
sent back to Europe have been so full of 
discouragement that many persons able to 
pay for passage were deterred from casting 
their lots in so barren field of labor. 

It is easy and logical to reason that these 
have been the chief reasons why the im- 
migration figures of the last year dropped 
to the lowest point in the last fiftecn years. 
A comparison of the figures of last year 
with those of the year previous from the 
leading countries presents some instructive

The large total from Italy is credited to 
the influence of the war of that country 
with Abyssinia and the desire of Italians 
to escape military service. Germany’s 
small figure is especially conspicuous when 
compared with the figures of 1882, in which 
year the German immigrants numbered 
250,630, more than the total immigration 
of last year. The effects of the depressing 
influences will doubtless appear again in 
the statistics of the current year when they 
are compiled, and not for another year can 
it be expected that the tide of immigration 
will resume its normal flow. 
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THE UNWISE GLASSMAKERS. 
Tue Triscne deplored yesterday the un- 


reasoning haste of the wageworkers who 
are enden voring to reap the fruits of pros- 
perity before prosperity has actually ar- 
rived and is only on the way. They de- 
mand the wages of good times and some- 
times go on a strike to get them- like the 
coal miners—before good times have 
reached their employers and put them in a 
position where they can afford to pay bet- 
ter wages. 

The men employed in the manufacture of 
window glass furnish the latest illustra- 
tion of the short sightedness and perversity 
referred to by this paper, The officers of 
the association to which these glassmakers 
belong met a committee of the manufac- 
turers in this city on Wednesday in order 
to agree on a wage scale for the coming 
year. It was supposed that there would be 
no difficulty about coming to terms. 

The manufacturers proposed that the old 
McKinley scale, which was in force be- 
fore the enactment of the low tariff Wilson 
law, should be restored. That would be 
equivalent to a 15 per cent increase in the 
wages paid now. The manufacturers as- 
sumed that this advance would be satis- 


factory, because the wages paid under the 


Meclinley law had been satisfactory. 

But, to their surprise, the representatives 
of the workers demanded an advance of 
25 per cent. They wanted higher wages 
than they received under the McKinley 
law. Some special kinds of labor they 
wanted paid from 34 to 37 per cent more 
than at present. They also presented some 
additional working rules, several of which 
impose objectionable restrictions upon the

It was stated also that, while this ma- 
chine could not be used for finer work at 
present, it was not improbable that it would 
be so impraved ultimately as to be available 
for that purpose. Nothing is better cal- 
eulated than a demand for excessive, un- 
reasonable wages to intensify the desire of 
the manufacturers to get machines which 
will enable them to dispense with hand 
labor as much as possible and thus reduce 
the labor cost of their products, The in- 
genuity of the inventors is stimulated and 
finally they supply the needed machinery. 

So the glassmakers should beware. If 
they are too severe in their demands, and 
prefer to strike rather than accept reasona- 
ble wages, the first thing they know most 
of the work done by them by hand will be 
done by machinery, and they will have to 
hunt for new jobs. 


SENATOR STEWART TALES SENSE. 
A New York paper prints an interview 
with Senator Stewart, in which he is made

No one can be a bear in the face of the wheat 
famine in Argentina, Russia, Hungary, and In- 
dia. In view of these conditions abroad I should 
not be surprised to see silver seil as low as 26 cents 
and wheat as high as $1. There is nothing In 
talking silver at the present fime, and my advice 
to my friends in the West is to fall into line with 
the forces of prosperity and progress and receive 
their due share of the reward. The time has 


passed for the old issues. We must turn to face. 


new issues and new conditions. 
It may be that when Senator Stewart 


sees in print statements which testify to 
his returning sanity he will hasten to dis- 
own them, swearing that he has been the 
victim of some irresponsible reporter, But 
if he is wise he will stand by every word 
that is attributed to him. 

“ There is nothing in talking silver at the 
present time.“ There certainly is not.

But they want jobs, and do not see how to 
get them on any other issue than free sil- 
ver. Stewart has a job. 


MORE SOUTHERN LYNCHINGS. 

The ,announcement under the date of 
Sunday last of three lynchings in the South 
two in Georgia and one in Alabama 
proves that that industry continues to 
thrive in spite of the protests of the better 
class of citizens and newspapers of that sec- 
tion.. When the victim is actually guilty 


of the crime charged—usually the most 


nefarious in the calendar—there will be lit- 
tle disposition to sympathize with him, 
though the lawless mode of punishing him 
will be condemned sevefely. There is the 
possibility, however, that a crowd of eiti- 
zens Basie collected together, possibly on 
mere rumor or false suspicion, and acting 
under the influence of impulse or passion, 
may wreak their vengeance upon an inno- 
eent person now and then. That scores of 
such cases have occurred is beyond ques- 
tion; but the world takes no note of these, 
the story going forth that he was punished 
for a crime of which he was guilty beyond 
all question. 

But, deplorable as this fact is, there is 
another side which is still worse. That is 
the effect upon society of the acts of the ir- 
responsible mob which assumes to take in 
its hands the punishment of criminals with- 
out regard to the spirit or forms of law. 
It is to the credit of Southern jurists—as it 
is also a note of alarm called forth by the 
increased frequency of this crime—that 
some of them have spoken out in most em- 
phatie terms in its condemnation. At a 
recent meeting of the Maryland bar associa- 
tion one of the principal speakers (Judge 
Phelps) expressed himself in the following 
terms: 

Wherever it is permitted to prevail, however in- 
tense may be the provocation, lynch law is, ,in 
plain terms, treason to self-government. It is 
conscious reversion to barbarism. The community 
that tolerates it shows that fundamental weak- 
ness of character, want of self-control, and ina- 
bility to resist a blind animal instinct, indicative 
of a certain degree of unfitness for the rational 
enjoyment of civil liberty. To turn and trample 
upon your own laws, outrage your own courts, and 
abuse your own officers—that is lynch law. Worse 
than that, you take the blackest-hearted and most 
fiendish criminais, and in your foolish rage you 
elevate him to the dignity ef a victim, identifying 
his cause with the cause of law and order, and 
link his fate with that of justice itself. 

It would be possible to multiply extracts 
like this from the utterances of the Southern 
pulpit, the press, and the members of the 
bar. A correspondent of the Macon (Ga.) 
Journal, referring to the lynching of an 
innocent victim on mere suspicion in Ken- 
tucky a few days previous, and the fact 
that crime has increased rather than di- 
minished as a result of these lawless meth- 
ods for its punishment, says: 

If this thing, which some of our newspapers have 
pronounced natural, is allowed to run ite course, 
it will not stop at those who are accused or sus- 
pected of crimes or misdemeanors. It will in time 
be extended to offensive politics and offensive re- 
ligien. It has already been suggested in one of the 
leading socialistic journals of the country as a 
sure means of making plutocrats disgorge in the 
event the laws proposed for that purpose should 
reform of law, but submission to law, . 
to that law which provides for the trial of the 
acctised and for his protection, as well as submis. 
sion to the law which demands his punishment. 

The true position with reference to this 
class of crimes was recently taken by an 
association of colored ministers of the Bap- 
tist Church in a meeting held at Houston, 
Halifax County, Va. After expressing 
their horror of the most dastardly, cow- 
ardly, and infamous erime known to socie-

In proportion to population and capital 
the State of Rhode Island probably has a 
larger number of persons employed and 
more money invested in manufacturing 
industries then any other State in 
the union. In fact, the whole State is 
dotted with manufacturing establishments 
of some sort, factories of woolen and cot- 
ton goods predominating. Under the oper- 
ation of the Wilson law many of these—es- 
pecially the woolen factories—were either 
suspended or running on half time, One of 
the first results of the new tariff has been 
to start up these establishments, and now 
the State is fairly humming with revived 
industries. Factories employing thousands 
of operatives, but long suspended, are now 
operating on full time, and an Eastern 
paper says: “Many mills are so rushed 
that they have to refuse orders for next 
Winter's goods." The manager of the 
Weybosset milis at Olneyville says in the 
game paper: 

Business has improved wonderfully in the last 
two or three weeks, and we have good reason to 
belleve that it will continue to improve. I have 
no hesitation in saying that I consider this result 
to be due to the tariff. Our workmen are content- 
ed and hopeful again. Once more they see that 
they can save money and become the owners of 
thelr own homes. The farmer is going to receive 
a better price for his wool. The workman may 
have to pay a small percentage more for his coat, 
but, as has truly been said.again and again, he will 
have the money with which to buy it. 


A CARLOAD of Indiana tin plate has just 
been shipped to Italy. An English order is 
being filled now. If any one had predicted 
this seven years ago he would have been 
hooted at. It wus supposed then that if 
Americans, with the aid of a stiff duty, could 
manage to make tin plate in competition with 
the Welshmen for home consumption, they 
would de doing very well. And now the 
Indiana tin plate manufacturers are com- 
peting with the Welshmen in England. That 
such unexpected results have been achieved 
is due largely to the great reduction in the 
price of American steel, which is cheaper 
bere than in England. But had it not been 
for the. protection given by the legislation 
of 1800 the tin plate industry would not have 
been established in this country, and the 
processes of manufacture would not have 
been.so improved by American ingenuity 
that the American’ manufacturers with 
cheaper steel can now invade foreign mar- 
kets. That they control the home market 
appears from the fact that in 1890 the im- 

orts of tin plate amounted to 680 million 
pounds, valued at 21 million dollars, while 
for the last fiscal year the imports were 
230 million pounds, valued at 5% million 
dollars. There were no anticipatory imports 
of tin plate, though it was known the duty 
was to be increased.

This was done at the 
Auditorium Annex at a meeting which was 
held in the profoundest secrecy. 

William Hamlin, President of the Amer- 
fean Glucose company, and Cicero Hamlin, 
both of Buffalo, N. T., and the heaviest 
stockholders in the company, were on 
hand, and with them was their attorney, 
Franklin D. Locke, F. O. Matthieson and 


his attorney, Levy Mayer, represented the 


interests of the trust. Behind the closed 
doors were exchanged the equivalent of 


$3,000,000, thus passing to the trust the two 


large glucose factories at Peoria and Buf- 
falo, owned by the American Glucose com- 
pany. 

There also were signed the articles of sur- 
render by the Hamlins, by which they, as 
representing the American Glucose com- 
pany, agreed not again to engage in the 
manufacture of glucose within 1,000 miles of 
Chicago, which, if they keep, will effectually 
shut them out of the corn belt. 


Two More Piants Secured. 


It is understood, also, that at the same 
time final arrangements were made for the 
transfer of at least two other large glucose 
plants to the trust. These are the Peoria 
Grape Sugar company of Peoria and the 
Chicago Sugar Refining company’s plant of 
Chicago, which is situated at West Taylor 
street and the river. The latter is the larg- 
est glucose plant in the world and was trans- 
ferred to the trust by two deeds filed in the 
Recorder's office yesterday. Edward L. 
Johnson was the intermediary party. The 
mentioned consideration is $6,250,000, 

It is understood now, upon what seems to 
be the best authority, there is not a single 
glucose manufactory left outside the com- 
bination.

Managers of American railways are in 
high glee over the ruling of Attorney Gen- 
eral McKenna, that foreign goods brought 
into the United States through Canada 
must pay ah additional discriminating duty 
of 10 per cent. They are not doing any talk- 
ing, but they act as if they felt that the 
Amerigan railroads have their Canadian 
competitors on the hip, and that Canadian 
‘competitors can ho longer force them to 
maintain fair and reasonable rates. 

It is the general opinion that section. 22 
of the naw tariff law, which contains several 
peculiar phrases, was interpolated by the 
Conference committees of the Senate and 
House of Representatives at the instigation 
of American railroad interests, and partic- 
ularly the Southern Pacific. 

It is believed, however, the Conference 
committee was well aware of the im- 
portance of the matter and encompassed the 
‘new. legislation in obedience to the wishes 
of President Huntington of the Southern 
Pacific, who has made strong efforts for 
several years to stop the Canadian Pacific 
from competing with his Occidental and 
Oriental Steamship company for the tea 
trade. : 

Fight fer Tea Trade. 

Up to a few years ago the Southern Pa- 
cific. controlled all the Asiatic trade. Then 
the Canadian Pacific established a line of 
steamers to ply between Vancouver and 
China and Japan. This ended the Southern 
‘Pacific’s monopoly on that business. By 
systematic rate cutting its Asiatic steam- 
ship line has managed to goble up the bulk 
of the tea traffic to American ports. 

There ts no duty on tea, but if it is im- 
ported in a British vessel at Vancouver and 
is shipped into the United States by the 
Canadian Pacific it becomes subject to the 
Giscriminating duty of 10 per cent. With 
this duty added it is not believed the Cana- 
dian Pacific will be able to compete with 
the Southern Pacific for the tea traffic. 

The Canadian Pacific, being without the 
jurisdiction of the Interstate commerce 
commission, was able to cut rates right and 
left and thus lured trade from its American 
competitors. Having no longer to meet the 
competition of their Canadian rivals the 
American roads, and especially the Southern 
Pacific, will hardly hesitate to scréw up 
rates to as high figures as the traffic will 

r. 
Trafic in Bond. 

No decision has been rendered by the At- 
torney General as regards the applicaticn of 
the 10 per cent discriminating tax on trace 
passing through Canada in bond. Should 
he rule that the additional tax also applies 
on this traffic the Canadian railroads would 
be practically forced out of competition with 
the American railroads on all impori busi- 
ness, and in this event the Grand Trunk 
and Michigan Central would suffer severely. 
The opinion is the Attorney General will 
rule that the tax does not apply to this kind 
of traffic. 

General Traffic Manager Recve of the 
Grand Trunk railway system, in a dispatch 
to THe TRIBUNE regarding this matter, says:

NORTHERN PACIFIC'S NEW PRESIDERT 


C. S8. Mellen Succeeds President Winter 
and Daniel 8. Lamont Is Elected 
Viee President. 


All doubt as to who will be the President of 
the Northern Pacific railway company has 
been removed by the election of a successor 
to President E. W. Winter. At a meeting 
of the Board of Directors of the company, 
held in New York yesterday, C. 8. Mellen, 
Second Vice President of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford rallway, was elect- 
ed to the position, and Daniel 8. Lamont, 
late Secretary of War, was elected director 
and Vice President. 

The election of C. S. Mellen is a surprise to 
everybody. Mr. Lamont was at first slated 
for the place, but subsequently the program 
was changed and Mr. Lamont was slated for 
Vice President. 

Mr. Mellen is an experienced and able rail- 
Way manager. He entered the service of the 
Union Pacific road in June, 1888, as General 
Purchasing Agent. A few months later he 
was appointed Assistant General Manager, 
and from March, 1889, to April, 1892, he oc- 
cupied the position of General Traffic Man- 
ager. He then went back as General Man- 
ager of the New York and New England 
railroad, and from October, 1892, to date has 
been Second Vice President of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford railroad. 

Mr. Mellen was born at Lowell, Mass., 
Aug. 16, 1851, and has been in railway service 
since Sept. 22, 1869, The Morgan interests, 
it is claimed, have dictated both Mr. Mellen's 
and Mr. Lamont’s election. 

In accepting the resignation of Mr. Win- 
ter, to take effect Aug. 81, the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Northern Pacific adopted a 
resolution expressing its high appreciation 
of his loyal and efficient services. 

It is generally understood that Mr. Mellen 
will select Frederick D. Underwood as Gen- 
eral Manager of the Northern Pacific. Mr. 
Underwood is now General Manager of the 
** Soo line. 


MERCHANDISE IN FOREIGN YESSELS. 


British Vessels Carry Over Fifty-five 
Per Cent of the Tonnage of the 
United States. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 12.—According to 
the records of the Treasury department 
British vessels are carrying over 55 per cent 
of the merchandise of the United States, 
both of imports and of exports. An ex- 
amination of figures for the first six months 
of this year shows the total imports in ves- 
sels to have been of the value of $482,689,051 
and of domestic exports in vessels $452,800,- 
405. The percentage of imports carried in 
American vessels is 15.35, and in foreign ves- 
sels 84.45. Of imports in vesgels the British 
have carried 55.89 per cent, the Germans 
11.49, French 6.46, Dutch 3.30, and all other 
foreign nations 851. Of domestic exports 
‘only 8.19-1s carried. in American bottoms, 
01.81 being carried in vessels of other na-

The foundation of the charges seems to 
have been that when in Chicago the clergy- 
man charged some of his people with ‘‘ fight- 
ing against the power of the Holy Ghost.” 
Elgin people met the same rebuke, dnd as 
they believed it was unfounded the pastor 
was tried for lying about them. He retract- 
ed some of his charges made in Chicago and 
was at peace here until the end of his pas- 
torate.

Miss Wilkins has a way of d old 
material that is entirely T 
truth of her pictures of New England life 
is sO apparent that the conventionality of 
her characters and incidents may well be 
averlooked. Who else could have been so 
daring as to write a novel today upon the 
time-honored theme which has done duty 
in “Shore Acres,” The Old Homestead,” 
and a hundred plays and novels of country 
life? The iniquity of the man who invests 
in mortgages has been handed down from 
generation to generation of writers until we 
really have begun to believe that a farmer 
has an inalienable right to borrow money 
upon his land without a single thought ot 
ever paying it back: and there is no greater 
Villain in the whole domain of fiction than 
the man who has been kind enough to lend 
him the money and foolish enough to ex- 
pect a repayment. 

In real life we should regard Dr. Prescott 
of the story before us as a very estimable 
person. By judicious investments he has 
acquired a good deal of real estate, and ene 
can hardly blame him for collecting his in- 
terest in a businesslike manner. Moreover, 
when he remarks to an indigent 
farmer who has married without visihle 
means of support that it is poor judgement 
for a man to marry and bring children into 
the world until he has property enough to 
support them without running into debi,” 
we feel that he is offering advice such as 
any pastor might give to one of his flock. 
Yet, such is the force of tradition that we 
are not surprised to find in Dr. Prescott the 
villain of the story. He is the master- 
builder or Werle of New England—the wick- 
ed man of the Psalms who flourishes Ike 
a green bay tree. 

But the mortgage question ts hot the only 
evidence of Miss Wilkins’ lack of truth or 
originality. Jerome, her hero, is none 
other than the virtuous boy that we have 
become accustomed to in works of school 


fiction. He is blessed with the pride of the | 


Prince of Darkness himself; he is absolutely 
incapable of an underhand action; his love 
of truth can only be compared to that which 
was once displayed by the father of the 
American commonwealth: in true heroic 
style he easily fights and defeats a boy twice 
his own. size who has sneered at the coat of 
his supposedly dead father; although a boy 
of tender years he finds small difficulty in 
supporting his mother and sister and mei- 
dentally paying off a mortgage of $1,000 
by means of his apparently unremunerattve 
employment as assistant to a village shoe- 
maker. 

The virtues and achievements of this re- 


markable boy do not stop here. As he grows } 


older he takes to medicine and administers 


relief to all those patients of the wicked | 


Dr. Prescott who are unable or unwilling to 
pay his bills. Jerome's services are, of 
course, purely gratuitous; but one rather 
wonders what Dr. Prescott and the sanitary 
authorities of the village can have been 
doing to allow a boy of 17 to prescribe any 
mixture of herbs that might enter his head 
to a long-suffering population. 

The greatest teat of Jerome's wonderful 
integrity and the triumphant way in which 
he comes through the ordeal are superior 
to anything which ever teok place in the 
career of the most immaculate boy hero of 
our school days. At a m of the wor- 
thies of Upham in the chief 
ing, Jerome made the uncalled-for 
that if ever he came into a fortune he 
give every dollar of it to the poor. 

The two misers of the village, Dr. Prescott 
and Simon Bassett, bound themselves in 

writing to surrender a fourth of their prop- 
erty tf the boy should ever have to keep his 
promise. Miss Wilkins very kindly provides 
him with an ng GEE As of so doing by 
securing for him a legacy from an eccentric 
old Colonel just at g time when Jerome is 
saving up every cent to enable him to marry 
the Squire's daughter. 

There is every reason why he should re- 
pudiate his quixotic promise, made many 
years before. But with Spartan nerve he 
refuses to break his word, and the money 
which might easily have won him a bride 
is dtvided among the poor, who are not very 
grateful for the gift. 

The results of this noble sacrifice are of a 
varied nature. Dr. Prescott is so impressed 
by the act that, In a sudden moment of con- 
trition, he agrees to abide by his own side 
of the agreement and furthermore consents 
to the marriage of his son with Jerome's 
sister. Simon Bassett, on the other hand, 
either from dismay at the necessity of part- 
ing with a fourth of his property or from a 
feeling of hopeless inferiority in the presence 
of so great a sacrifice, follows the example 
of a more famous miser before him and pro- 
ceeds to hang himeelf. 

We can hardly congratulate Miss Wilkins 
upon the character of Jerome or upon the un- 
folding of his career. Neither appears to 
approach a resemblance to real life, and 
yet, if we are not mistaken, it is in the 
school of realistic writers that Miss Wilkins 
would prefer to be placed. Nor can we 
characterize the disappearance and final re- 
turn of Jerome's father as anything but a 
very stale and mechanical device. 

This poor laborer, who, in his efforts to 
pay off a mortgage on his homestead, sud- 
denly disappears without a word and works 
upon a farm only twenty miles away for ten 
years while he is supposed by his wife to 
be dead, ts strangely like the husband in one 
of Hawthorne's “‘ Twice-Told Tales,” who 
leaves his home one fine day and takes up 
his residence in the next street for an equal- 
ly long period without being discovered. 
We understand, of course, that Miss Wil- 
kins had to get rid of the father in order to 
give Jerome a chance of displaying his re- 
markable virtues; we do not, however, 


any necessity for bringing him back to ite. 


A passing tribute must be paid to the talent 
which the writer displays in her pictures of 
New England life. Here Miss Wilkins is 
in her element, and nothing, perhaps, that 


she has written is better than the funeral | 


ceremony which was held in honor of Je- 
rome's father, whose remains were not 
forthcoming. The passage is too long to 
be quoted in full and too perfect to be given 
in part. Those who admire Miss Wilkins 
in her past work will read it with pleasure 
and need fear no disappointment.

GREATER THAN LAST YEAR, 


August Prospects Discounted and 
Compared — Substantial Basis for 
Expecting Prosperity in the West— 

_ September Wheat Twenty Cents 
HigWer,; than in July—Reaction at 
the Close—Coarse Grain. and Pro- 
visiors Firm. 


The August grain prospects of the United 

States figured into dollars and cents are 
much better than the prospects of a year 
ago. A prosperity argument, if any such is 
needed, can be readily produced by using 
the government report condition of corn, 
wheat, and oats as a basis. The govern- 
ment report in August of each year fur- 
nishes data on which the prospective yield 
of each of the cereal crops can be ap- 
proximated. For purposes of comparison of 
varus it is perfectly fair to take the pros- 
pective yield based on 
the crop reports of 
1806 and 1897 multi- 
plied into the price of 
September dclivery 
the day after the re- 
ports were made pub- 
lic. The Chicago Sep- 
tember price would of 
course be away ubove 
the farm price, but 
the proportion is nev- 
ertheless maintained. 
| The greatest differ- 
ence in favor of this 
season is in wheat. 
The Chicago value of 
this year’s prospec- 
tive yield of wheat 
the day after the gov- 
ernment report was 
published was great- 
er by $137,000,000 than 
the value of the pros- 
pective crop as fore- 
casted in August last 
year. In other words, 
the prospective value 
of the wheat crop this 
yearis SS per cent

son at the same time. In corn this year’s 
showing is not so favorable. A Slightly 
higher price this season is offset by a 
greater prospect last August. The prospec- 
tive value this season is 4 per cent less 
than last. In oats, on the other hand, the 
price and prospective yield are both better 
this season and the difference in favor of 
1807 is 84 per cent.

The cotton 
prospect would not be considered in the 
West and central States, but the higher 
present prices for provisions of all kinds 
would furnish a basis for figuring a farm 
value of live stock beside which that of 
August last year would look small.

Among them Were the nervousness 
of shorts; the buoyancy of other domestic 
markets; a local outinspection of 315,000 bu, 
making 1,018,000 bu for the week; liberal 
clearances equivalent to 613,000 bu; unfavor- 
able advices from the Northwest; and the 
aggressive action of the Allen-Grier syn- 
dicate in branching out into purchases of 
corn and oats. The movement figures are 
not such as to indicate any great desire on 
the part of first holders to sell, and about 
the only bearish consideration was the fact 
that the market has been making rapid ad- 
vances without any setback. The market 
was not the kind on which it is easy to do 
much cash business. There has been some 
reselling of cargoes made possible by the 
advance, which takes the edge off the de- 
mand. 

There were further large export engage- 
ments of lard. The Anglo-American com- 
pany bought 3,000 tierces from the Chicago 
Packing company, and nearly as much 
from other sources. Packers were generally 
good buyers in the speculative market. The 
Cudalfy people sold lard, apparently having 
given their selling campaign in ribs and 
pork. Receipts of hogs were not heavy, and 
the local price was Sc higher. The packing 
of the West was put at 365,000 hogs, against 
175,000 a year ago. Most of the advance 
was made during the latter part of the ses- 
sion and was well maintained at the close. 


New Factors in Coarse Grain. 
A sensation not much smaller than the 
bulge in wheat was the entry of the Allen- 
Grier contingent into corn. They came into 
the market early in the day and were there 
at the finish. Purchases for this new bull 
element aggregated about 1,000,000 bu, be- 
tween Nic and 284%@28%c. It was prac- 
tically all furnished by commission houses 
und ‘holders of calls. Big buying was also 
done by Counselman-Day, Lindblom, Gif- 
ford, Norton-Worthington, and Milne. Com- 
Stock and Barrett and Baldwin-Gurney 
were on the selling side. The Alien-Grier 
purchases were nearly all for September 
delivery. The heavy trade ‘made a range of 
only le. Outside news was bullish. The 
Price Current's weekly corn summary 
claimed the corn conditions had not im- 
proved, and were possibly somewhat less 
assuring. Moisture was urgently needed 
in a wide extent of the corn belt, although 
the indicated crop suggested about the 
year’s probable domestic and export re- 
quirements. These facts were slightly off- 
vet by receipts, which were locally heavy, 
aggregating 119,950 bu, with shipments of 
only 317,130 bu. At primary points receipts 
were 901,600 bu and shipments 489,100 bu. 
Country offerings were moderate. Export- 
ers were in the market as buyers, and char- 
ters were reported for 470,000 bu. Eastern 
clearances were 362,700 bu. Cash corn was

s in white pine bulk stocks are hard- 
ot f A couple of months ago the Northern 
mill men were almost jeered at for expect- 
ing a fair return for their stumpage and 
manufacture. Now the taking of this stock 
fs not so much a question of price as of 
availability, whether or not it will fit the 
dealers’ needs in the way of assortment, 
etc. The situation is changing from a buy- 
ers’ market to a sellers’, with holders of 
white pine becoming stronger in their posi- 
tion as to dictating prices at“which stocks 
shall be sold. 

At some of the yards there is an appear- 
ance of old-time activity, while at others 
business is still on a moderate scale. More 
retailers from country points are in the 
market than formerly, looking for stocks 
suitable’ for their requirements. All report 
an encouraging outlook for fall trade. 

In the last two weeks city trade has shown 
a material gain. Building operations in the 
city are increasing, a great deal of new work 
for which permits have been issued for some 
time having recently been started. Last 
week’s building permits aggregated 140 in 
number, with a total cost of $455,690, an in- 
crease of fifty-two over the previous week 
in permits and of $157,415 in estimated cost. 

The shingle situation retains all of its for- 
mer firmness and promises well for the bal- 
ance of the distributing season, The short- 
age of Washington red cedar shingles is 
still felt throughout the middle Western ter- 
ritory, and dealers are e to get prompt 
deliveries of stock they Have purchased. In 
consequence many retail dealers are again 
turning their attention, temporarily divert- 
ed, to white cedar and white pine shingles. 
They like the red cedars, preferring them 
for several reasons to any others manu- 
factured, but they have great difficulty in 
obtaining prompt consignments and have to 
pay the advanced prices besides. As long 
as the consuming trade wants them they 
will handle them regardless of price, pro- 
vided their customers will pay the price 
asked. When they cannot get them they 
will use the white cedars or white pine and 
this is what is helping out the market for 
the two latter varieties today. An advance 
in price of the Northern shingle is only @ 
question of time. 

The cargo market is undeniably dull, from 
the fact that at other lake markets prices 
are at least $1.00 higher than Chicago. This 


restricts receipts at this point and materially at- 
fects sales. There is a fair demand for piece stuff 
and common inch, but it is by no means urgent.
